1.  Now  that  you’ve  thought  about  the  roles  played  by  various  people  to  produce  a play,  which 
role  most  interests  you?  If  you  were  able  to  participate  in  a school  or  community  drama 
production,  what  would  you  volunteer  to  do?  Explain  what  you’d  enjoy  doing  and  why  you 
think  you’d  like  that  role.

Andrea,  who  has  been  lying  on  the  couch  reading  a magazine,  rises  and 
answers  the  door.

Courier:  {standing  in  doorway)  1 have  a package  for  Ms.  Danielle  Hoffinan. 

Andrea:  She  isn’t  here  right  now.  I’ll  take  it  for  her. 

Courier:  Sure.  Sign  here  please,  (hands  her  a clipboard  and  pen;  brief  pause  as  she 
signs;  then  hands  her  a package)  Thanks. 

Andrea:  (holding  the  package,  closes  door;  stares  at  address  on  package;  frowns  and 
speaks  quietly  to  herself)  Now  why  would  Danielle  be  getting  a package  from  a federal 
prison?  (hears  sounds  of  someone  coming  to  the  door;  looks  around  the  room;  quickly 
hides  package  behind  a plant) 


Why  is  it  important  to  read  stage  directions  when  you’re  reading  a script?  Refer  to  the 
preceding  script  in  your  response.

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3.  As  you  can  see  from  the  script  in  question  2,  you  can  create  suspense  even  in  a very  short 
scene.  Convert  the  following  short  dialogue  into  the  beginning  of  a scene  in  a script;  then 
complete  the  scene,  leaving  the  audience  curious  about  what  will  happen  next.  Here  are  some 
tips  to  help  you  with  this  assignment: 

• Give  the  two  characters  names.  Decide  on  their  relationship.  Write  a short  description 
of  the  characters  at  the  beginning  of  the  script.  Explain  how  you  want  the  characters  to 
look  and  behave  in  the  scene. 

• Choose  a setting  for  this  dialogue.  Briefly  describe  the  time  and  place. 

• Finish  the  dialogue.  You  don’t  have  to  complete  the  story;  just  end  the  scene  and  leave 
the  audience  in  suspense. 

• Add  stage  directions  to  the  dialogue.  K you  use  a computer  for  this  assignment,  use 
italics  for  the  stage  directions.  If  you’re  handwriting  this  assignment  in  this  booklet, 
print  the  dialogue  and  use  script  for  the  stage  directions.

You’ve  now  looked  critically  at  the  play’s  motifs,  symbols,  characters,  conflicts,  and  themes. 
Imagine  that  you’re  involved  in  a production  of  The  Glass  Menagerie.  You’ve  been  asked  to 
publicize  the  play.  Your  job  is  to  design  either  an  advertisement  to  be  played  on  a radio 
station  or  a poster  that  will  be  displayed  in  your  community. 


Here  are  some  suggestions  to  help  you  with  this  assignment: 


• Think  about  how  you’ll  attract  the  attention  of  your  viewers  or  listeners. 

• Remember  that  your  purpose  is  to  sell  tickets  to  the  play. 

• Your  ad  or  poster  should  represent  or  refer  to  some  elements  in  the  play — the 
characters,  conflict,  theme,  or  symbols.  Posters  should  contain  both  visual  and 
verbal  elements. 

• If  you  create  a radio  ad,  submit  your  recording,  clearly  and  fully  labelled. 

• If  you’re  designing  a poster,  label  your  poster  fully  and  clearly  on  the  back.
